8.R.O. 517.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of 
section 43B of the Sea Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878), as in force in India and 
as applied to the State of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby makes 
the following amendments in the Customs Duties Drawback (Carbon Paper) 
Rules, 1957 the same having been previously published as required under sub¬ 
section (3) of the said section, namely;— 

, Amendments 

m the said Rules,— 

(1) in rule 2, for clause (h), the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely;— 

“(b) “goods” means typewriting carbon papers, pencil carbon pape^ and 
pen carbon papers, manufactured in India or the State of Pon^- 
cherry from the imported material”; 

(2) for rule 4, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“4, Rote 0 / drawback. —The rate of drawback admissible under these 
rules on the shipment of the goods shall be as given below: 

1. Typewriter carbon paper In thei manufacture of which imported 

tissue paper has neen used—66 naye paise per 100 foolscap sheets. 

2. Pencil carbon paper or pen carbon paper, in the manufacture of which 

Imported tissue paper has been used—62 naye paise per 100 fools¬ 
cap sheets. 

3. Typewriter carbon paper in the manufacture of which Indigenous 

tissue paper has been used—11 naye paise per 100 foolscap sheets. 

4. Pencil carbon paper or pen carbon paper In the manufacture of which 

indigenous tissue paper has been used—5 naye paise per 100 
foolscap sheets.”
